The net amount secured by the 
robber was $844.50, as he had deposit- 
ett $152.50 in the bank to the account 
of various employees, at their request, 
Diamond stated. ..

Story of Robbery. 

According to Diamond’®s story of the 
alleged holdup he drove to the Atlanta 
and Lowry National bank at Pryor 
street and Edgewood avenue and 
parked his car with the curtains up 
in front of.the Pryor street entrance. 
He then went into the bank to secure 
the company’s pay roll and also to de- 
posit some funds for various em- 
plorees. 

After completing his business in the 
bank, Diamond got into his car and 
without noticing anyone in it drove 
up North Pryor street, intending to 
go to the postoffice and get some 
mail, when he was commanded with 
the muzzle of a gun pressed against 
his back by someone in the back seat, 
to turn ss the right at Auburn avenue 
and Rs is head to the front.

“T was commanded to drive down 
Auburn avenue and when we reac 
Butler street was directed to turn left 
into Butler street until we reached 
Harris street.

Diamond, then drove back to the 
bank, where he reported the robbery 
to officials and notified police and 
detectives.

During his army ‘period, Wade mar- 
ried a Pittsburgh girl. It was a college 
romance, starting at Brown. ‘There 
are two children, W. W.,Jr., and Fran- 
ces. Both will go to Pasadena with 
their “daddy” New Year's day. 

Before coming to Alabama, “the 
man” was at Vanderbilt university, 
serving as line coach under Dan Mc- 
Gugin. He came to Tuscaloosa four 
years ago and has turned out three 
conference champions and one runner- 
up during his career at'the Capstone,

“If any members of the jury have 
held out for seven hours in face of the 
case we built up I doubt if they will 
break at all,” he said. 

Others around the courtroom felt 
that a verdict would be reached ulti- 
mately for the reason that Justice 
Hoehling is determined to hold the jury 
for days if necessary rather than have 
the present trial end ir nothing de- 


cisive. 
Courtroom Crowded. 

The courtroom remained crowded 
with spectators all evening. Defend- 
ants and their families and friends 
wandered about the corridors. The two 
Doheny’s appeared the least concerned 
of all. The elder Doheny played soii- 
taire for more than an hour in a 
small witness room. His son played 
several rubbers of bridge with news- 
paper correspondents in the impro- 
vised telegraph office off the court- 
room. 

The jurors appeared to be laboring 
hard. Once they filed out of their 
room fo permit waiters to remove the 
dinner dishes. Some were coatless. 
One wore a bright green shirt. Others 
had stripped off their collars and neck- 
ties. 

Justice Hoehling invited the oppos- 
ing lawyers to his chambers after din- 
ner and they spent an hour smoking 
and relating courtroom jokes, 

Dramatic Close. 

The skill o* a novelist could not 
heighten the drame of the closing 
hours of th¢ trial.

MONTH'S EXPORTS 
SHOW HUGE GAIN 


Washington, December 15.—(>)— 
| November exports from the United 
Stetes which were worth 8481,000.,- 
000 were greater than the exports of 
any preceding month since October, 


1925. and gave a trade balance of 
$105,000,000 to the United States for 
last month, 

November imports were S376,000.,- 
000, or slightly below the imports of 
October and November. 1925. 

“Exports in November. 1926 show- 
ed an inerease of &323,.000,000 over 
November 1925.” the commerce. de- 
partment said today. 

“While the figures are preliminary, 
and few detaile are as yet available. 
it is known that this increase oc- 
curred in the face of a reduction, due 
chiefly to lower prices, of approxi- 
mately $27,000,000 in the value of 
‘anw cotton, exported during the 
'month. In other words. commodities 
other than cotton showed an increase 
of abent $60.000,000. This increase 
wos qnite widely distributed among 
different commodities. 

“The only précise information we 
have as to an important contributinz 
factor, is the figure for wheat, which 
oe an increase of somewhere be- 

tween fifteen and twenty million as 
compared with November, 1925 

“The increase in exports of about 
$25,000,000 from Ocfober, 1926 to 
November wae aiso very generally 
distributed among numerous coimodi- 
ties,”

T2b.ING Fer the 11 montis inelud- 
ing November, the country’s gold im- 
ports amount to $196.500.266..

13.5 Per Cent Slackness for 
Cupid—8.1 Per Cent More 
Marital Wreckage. 


Young Dan Cupid was derelict in 
his duty in many parts of Georgia 
during the year 1925, as marriages in 
this state decreased 13.5 per cent as 
compared to the previous year, ac- 
cording to figures made public Wed- 
nesday by the local offices of the de- 
partment of commerce, On the other 
hand the number of young married 
couples who “agreed to disagree” 
showed an increase of 8.1 per cent 
over the previous year’s divorce record. 


A total of 28,095 marriages were 
performed in Georgia in 1925, while 
during the same period 2,057 marital 
bonds were severed. In 1924, 32,491 
couples were married in the state, 
4.396 more than were married last 
year, and 1,902 couples obtained di- 
vorces, or 155 less than in 1925. 

The estimated population of the 
state on July 1, 1925, was 3,101,523, 
and on July 1, 1924, 3,065,677. On the 
basis of these estimates, the depart- 
ment of commerce figured the num- 
ber of marriages per 1,000 of the 
population to be 9.1 in 1925, as 
against 10.6 in 1924; and the number 
of divorces per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion was 0.66 in 1925, as against 
0.62 in 1924. 

_ Fulton county led the state both 
in the number of marriages and,the 
number of divorces in 1925, there be- 
ing 3,098 couples married and 568 
couples divorced during the year. This 
was a decrease of 548 marriages and 
two divorces as compared with 1924.
